CROP REPORT 

FOR KENTUCKY. 



Wheat and Corn Will Fall 
Short in Average 
Crop. 



Frankfort. Ky., July 15.— In his crop 
report issued today, the Commissioner 
of Agriculture says in part: The first 
half of the month of June was quite wet. 
raining nearly every day. Severe storms 
of wind and hail in some localities. Corn 
planting, especially in lowlands, that 
was already late, was still further re- 
tarded by these excessive rains. The 
early planted corn suffered for cultiva- 
tion, and many fields' became foul with 
grass and weeds. The latter half was 
almost ideal, and gave farmers splendid 
opportunity to get their wheat in the 
shock in good condition, and wage a war 
on the weeds that were rapidly taking 
their corn fields. 

The acreage of corn is a little short of 
last year, owing largely to the unfavor- 
able weather that continued too late in 
the season for preparation of much of 
the lowlands that would have been 
planted under favorable conditions. The 
condition of the corn crop is not up to 
the standard for the reason stated and 
that much bad seed was planted and 
failed to germinate, causing a great deal 
of replanting and making the crop very 
irregular. 

The wheat crop improved materially 
during the month, but will fall short of 
an average crop. While the yield will 
be less than an average, the berry prom- 
ises lo be very fine. The prospective 
yield is 16 per cent less than the 1906 
crop. Oats promises only about three- 
fourths of the 1 906 crop. Many c 
ties report the crop almost a failure and 
only a few report a prospect for a full 
crop. Rye promises some better, but 
considerably below last year. Hemp 
nearly up to last year in average and 
condition. Burley tobacco is reported 
10 per cent, short of last year 
acreage.owing to scarcity of plants and 
labor. Much of this was planted lata 
June, and will depend largely upon a 
late fall if it makes a good yield. The 
dark district has fallen off 28 per cent, 
in acreage fpr want of plants to set a 
full crop. Much of this is also 
Grasses are doing fairly well, consider- 
ing the damage done by the army worm. 
The high price aod scarcity of seed cul 
the acreage of stock peas. Potatoes 
promise a full crop. The fruit crop, 
cept berries, will be a very short i 
There will be something near a foil crop 
of sorghum and millet. Much of these 
crops are usually planted in July and 
August. On the whole the outlook is 
o gloomy as appeared some week 
ago.

Away at His Hume In

In the death of the Hon. R. M. Jo! 
Breckenridge county has suffered a di 
tinct loss Sagacious and diligent 
ness. consistent and strict in I 
Christian duties, lovable and kind to 
family and friends, and always an ideal 
representative of true manhood and 
elevated c ituenf-hip, he contributed 
largely to the county's welfare and hit 
place among us will not easily be filled. 

Mr. Jolly died on Wednesday afternoon 
of last week, at 3 o'clock. He had been 
ill for some time of consumption, though 
the immediate cause of his death wa 
heart trouble. For many months hi 
condition had occasioned alarm among 
his family and friends, yet when the 
end came the shock was as great as i< 
no warning had been given. 

Robert Morris Jolly was born ir 
Breckenridge county January 1, 1867 
and lived his entire life in his native 
county.

Four years have now gone by since 
the evils in these three departments 
were made public In a free city docu- 
ment, but nothing has l«een done to 
remedy them. "Even In those depart 
meats Oopoci»lty investigated and re- 
ported upon In considerable detail." 
said Harvey Chnse In 1800, "the an 
mini expense today is as large as be 
fore nnd In some cases even relatively 
larger." What surer proof of Ineffi- 
ciency could be given? 

But even had there lieen no printing, 
no ferry, no water fiascos, the amounts 
paid recently for services of veterina- 
rians to care for the horses In .he 
street and police departments of Bos 
ton would alone have l>een sufficient to 
Indlcnte that It would be well to limit 
rather than extend Boston's muulcipul 
activities. 

The police department In 11104 paid 
$l!).:u for veterinary services and nied 
Iclne for each of Its sixty or mora 
horses, an outrageous price, and the 
next yenr paid nearly $1!5. The street 
department, where wasting the tax- 
payers' money In excessive veterinary 
payments had come to lie a habit, easily 
sopped Its own high figures in 1905 by 
paying $HM for each of MSO horses. 

These figures were so obviously ex 
cessive that some change had to be 
made. Accordingly the police depart 
uient under a new single headed com 
mission reduced Its veterinary ex- 
penses In UNMl to about $13 per horse, 
and the mnyor Instituted a plan by 
which the cost per horse In the street 
department enme down to $14. 

That these reductions were possible 
Is itself a sure proof that Boston Is 
lytiilng but efficient In bnsluess, and 
further proof. If any Is needed, can lie 
found by comparing even these re- 
duced figures with, say, the average of 
$10 per horse paid under able manage- 
ment In the tire department, with the 
$5.»4 paid by the police department In 
1002. with the bona fide offer of one 
of the best veterinarians In the city to 
lie stre-t department's work for 
$6 per horse and finally w ith the $2 per 
year for each of Its 200 horses paid by 
nt prlvnte grocery and supply firm 
In Boston. 
Compared with some cities, Boston

Thla 
was distinctly an addition to the 
president's previous statement Issued 
through Secretary Loeb, wherein the 
object of the maneuver was said to 
n exercise movement for the ben- 
)f the navy, to perfect Its training 
set exercise on an extended scale, 
the purpose and effect of the plan 
being for the benefit of the navy 
alone. 

What came from President Rooae- 
jt through Admiral Brownson Is 
decidedly a different and much broad- 
leslgn. President Roosevelt has 
consistent In advocating a large 
navy as the surest guarantee of peace 
between the United States and all for- 
eign powers. Heretofore a large 
navy has been reckoned solely from 
the point of view of the number of 
ships, their tonnage, armor, guns and 
fighting capacity. With this Ideal the 
American navy has grown steadily. 

To the somewhat uninteresting ar- 
ray of ships and tonnage, President 
Roosevelt now proposes to give the 
world a somewhat startling demon- 
stration of what the American navy 
Is capable of doing to protect either 
or both of the extended shores of the 
United Slates. As Admiral Brown- 
aon said: "There is no time like the 
present for such a demonstration" — 
• time when the United States is at 
perfect peace with every nation. 

In everything that has come from 
the president regarding the move- 
ment.

Is to be 
brought back to the Atlantic, and 
that the return Is to be aa great a 
demonstration of speed aa the out- 
ward journey.
